During the week ending the 31st liny 1947, in British 
India (e 'colliding North-West Frontier Province and Bengal 
Presidency) and in the Indian States shown m this statement 
the total number of deaths rcoorded in j.83 rowns having a 
population of 30,000 and over was 10,333 I’he mid-year 
estimated population of these towns was 30,343,282 and the 
’death rate was 26' 6 per thousand of the >'>nulation. Births 
.In the same towns numbered 11,229, giving a hirth rate of 
28 8 per thousand of the population, fn British India atone 
4<h i corresponding birth and death rates were 29-1 and 26-8 
per thousand of the population respectively 

A) British India. — The following towns in Bvitish India 
nr.ied a death rate of 50 or over per thousand of the popu- 
on. 


In Hardjvar Union, Panipat, Btawah and Amroha there wer* 
fairly large numbers of death from respiratory diseases. 

In 167 towns in British India there wore 5 deaths from 
oholera, 142 deaths from smallpox and 2 deaths from plague.' 
Of the deaths from cholera Gaya reoordod 3 and Patna 2. 
Of the deaths from smallpox Delhi oity reoorded 39 ; Nagpui 
35 ; Nagpur Civil Station 17 ; Bahraioh 8 ; Hyderabad 7 ; 
Bhiwani and Karachi 4 oaoh ; Sambhal 3 ; Fazilka, Multan 
and Agra 2 oaoh ; Ambala, Lahore, Wazirabad, Jhelum. 
Jhang-Maghiana, Sitapur, Moradabad, Jhansi, Hardwar. 
Union, Patna, Arrah, Darbhanga, Bhagalpur, Jubbulpore 
Raipur, Ahmedabad, Ahmednagar, Belgaum and Shikarpm 
one each. Of tbe deaths from plague Ambala and Tiruppui 
recorded one eaoh. 


Hardwar Union (84-4); Uissar (81 D; Rewari (77-7); 
Bhiwani (73-2); Hathras (72 81 Jhansi (71*2); 
Panipat (64-4); Chanda (59-0, ■ Etawah (57-6); 
Benares (65-0); Pilihhit (54-4' Amroha (53-7); 
Hinganghat (62-9) and Hapur jfiO 4i. 


In all these towns the high death rates 'mre mainly due to 
deaths from fevers. There were considerable numbers of death 
.from dysentery and diarrhoea in Hathras tat ah and Benares. 


(B) Indian States. —Amongst the Indian States shown it 
t his statement, Jaipur was the only town which had a higl 
death rate of 59-0 per thousand of the population. 

“ET 16 towns of the Indian States there were 10 deaths frorr 
smallpox of which Jamnagar oity reoorded 5 ; Udaipur oity 3 
Porhandar and Cambay oity one eaoh and one case of plagu- 
was reoordod in Mysore City. Oholera was absent during th: 
week.
